tions, totaling about 150 men, came 
In private cars from New York, ('love 
land and Chicago. 
Visited Coolidge in 1924 
Republican leaders look upon the 
Business Papers’ Publishers organiza­ 
tions as “lucky” because

delegations visited President Coolidge 
at. the White House during the 1924 
campaign and

him they were 
bringing him political “luck.”

idge won the election by a 7,000,000 
majority and the Hoover strategists 
hope history will x-apeat itself 
The n o m in e Spent Thursday and 
Friday at his home, working upon the 
New York speech, which will be de

with the fire which re­ 
sulted in the d^»*H of 15 persons at 
the state brick plant, Junction City, 
on the morning of October 3, was 
recorded by Welfare Director John 
E. Harper, in a report which he sub­ 
mitted today to the office of Gover­ 
nor Vie Donahey. 
“We have nothing but praise and 
commendation tor tho good work of 
the officers and the behavior of the 
prisoners,” Harper told the governor. 
Harper’s 
report 
covered a Joint 
probe conducted 
by 
himself, J. B. 
Youngblood, consulting engineer of 
the state welfare department; J. B. 
Clark, manager of the state’s prison 
industries, and Boos L. Jenkins, state 
superintendent of construction, along 
with newspapermen. 
Gives Credit to Deputy Warden. 
Three possible causes for the fire 
which destroyed, also, the building, 
used as a kitchen, dining room and 
dormitory 
for 268 prisoners, wore 
mentioned In Harper’s report to the 
governor—(‘a lighted cigaret, or hot 
pipe ashes 
thrown 
down 
in 
tho 
clothes room when workmen changed 
their clothes at 9; 30 p. rn. Hie night 
before; spontaneous combustion, or 
short circuit in tho electric wiring. 
Harper was inclined to believe that 
the fire started from a cigaret or hot 
ashes. 
“Particular credit is due James C 
Woodard, deputy warden of tho Ohio 
penitentiary, who first, reported the 
fire to m e , a few minutes after 
occurred and who was placed in com 
pieta charge of the situation,” said 
Harper.
